to conenme such stuff, Fishmongers also 
are not oareful enough, in their liberality 
towards (ho poor; a tainted fich is a dan- 
gerousgift, An adequate food inspection is 
a most difficult problem, but surely it is 
cary erongh to pat o stop to obvious errors

T. Wessel aned Carlowitz and Co. for 
21000 as damages for breach of contract 
and wrongiul dismiesal. Mr H.J. Ifulmes 
appeared for the plaintiff, and Mr H. J. 
Gedga (Messra Johinaon, Stakes and Master) 

appeared for the defendants, 

Mr Holwes stated that tho claim had 
been reduced to $1000 in order ta bring it 
in this eonrt. It had ariinally been a 
ctaint of $1400, being ono yonr’s salary. Mr 
Wesael came out under a throo year’s con- 
tract with Carlowitz and Co., the first year’s 
anlary beinu §1 400, the secund $1,500, and 
the third $1,709. One clauso provided 
that Wessel could bo dismissed before the 
end of (he three years in casa his work was 
not eatisfactory ; but six months’ notice 
invat be given. He bad now been dismiss- 
ed without notice, and, as submitted, with- 
out cause. Ho was, on arrival, given to 
undorstand that he necd not begin work 
fora few days; bu’ on the sceond day he 
got a letter from My Sachse, head of the 
firm, complaining thst he had not started 
work, Mr Wessel found, on inquirjng, 
that Me Sachse had gone to Canton and 
Jeft nobody in charge to giva orders —— 

His Lordship—I cannot bolicve that— 
that tho head of o firm left nobody in 
charge, It would be absurd. 

Mr Uolmes submitted that that was 
how the plain iff understood, right or 
wrong. Thon on tho third day ho went 
to the office, but was not given any 
work tu do; nobody instructed him about 
anylhing ott Mr Sachse being «bsont, 
Mr Wessel went away +giin.

THE FARCE AT KUCHENG. 

Akthough the situation has uudergone 
change sincs the Mungkung ¢srecspoudent 
of thy Singapore ‘Pree Press tulegraphed the 
refusal of the Chineso officials to admit the 
Foreign Consula tu the Courts of Enquiry 
at Kucheng, some of the remarke of our con- 
temporary, as given below, atill apply :— 

Tho special telegram which wo publish 
to day (20th inst.) respecting, the aituution 
at Kucheng, the seeno of thorceent dastard- 
ly massacres of a few unoffending English 
fuik, woman, for the most part, sud child- 
ton, is calculated to cause some approhen- 
sion (hat there is abcut to arise a period of 
soriuns relations between the Chinese Zov- 
ernmvuat und Britain, When similar ont- 
rages have occurred eatisfaction of sune 
sort has boon furthcoming in tho shape of 
uf a monéy compensstion and the execu- 
tion, perhaps, of two or three anfortunate 
wretches. who may or may not have beso 
implicated. Uf tho latter fact uo proper 
evidence has been adduced and it has been 
tho practice to take for granted that the 
heads that fell were the heads of the guilty. 
But it has been suspeotid sufficiently often 
that the real culprits have escaped punish- 
ment, with official evnnivance ; that no real 
diligence was displayed in tho enquiry ; that 
the euquiry itself;-being eutirsiy in the 
handa of officials who were probably quite 
cognisant of the circumstances under which 
the outrages wore perpetrated, waa a hol- 
low farca ; abd that the unlucky Chinamen 
whowwere decapitated cunslituted a mero 
gnol delivery of condemnod men awaiting 
the eword for crimes altogether ditferent 
from the outrages for which Britaia sought 
satisfaction, - Public opinion in Shanghai 
and Hangkeng has already declared 
itsclf os to the illusory character of 
theae official investigations and the ficti- 
tious aud probably quite vicarious charnc- 
ter of the executions that are the vindi- 
cvtiun of the so-called trisls, It is time, 
it is loudly demanded, thatan end bo put 
to faives of tbe kind, that aubstantial 
guarantees be svcurud for the validity of 
the enquiries in such caavs, and that the 
accused shall be tried judicinlly to the sa- 
tisfuc'ion of the nggriestd Power, That is 
the just demund of the Kuropcan coummu- 
nities of tho China Coast ports, and the 


European Powersonce for all must make 


up their minda to putan ond to a protence 
of taking a burlesque governments avrionaly, 
Tu all cases, Consuls or Legation cfticlals, 
with a competent statf of interpreters, 
shoul-l sit on tho enquiry ag assessure, 
They should exorcisy independent investi- 
gations’ 5nd make arreste, and, if they 
should think fit, should be empuwerel to 
transfer the scene of trinl to the moarest 
treaty port, requiring the presenoe chere of 
whatever Chiueso oficials they desire to 
examine. In all cuses escorts from foroign 
4un-beats or the Hongkong garcison should 
secompany (he fureiga representatives 
making investigations at the scene of the 
outrage, and to this there should nevor bo 
on exception. Tho entirely open way in 
which the Kucheny massacre was oun 
ducted by a niod moving in pricession, 
with banners flving ond horus blowing, 
proves clearly envagh that what should 
correspond to a police forca was entirely 
absent, and that the riotere held they had 
nothing to fear from the local magistralea, 
Tn fact beyond on cécasional writing of on 
ofticial despatch:to Guvernors'of proviscos, 
advising the yiving of protection to the 
foreigner dwelling inland, no real protcc~ 
tion whatever ia accorded. What foreign 
Governments must do now is te samme 
that it is not the intention uf the Chiuese 
officials tu ward cff attacks by nalives on 
mission, stations, and on the property and 
lives cf foreigners ; but on the. other hand 
ty take for yrantod that all outrages are 
cartiod out with officiat connivance, tacit 
or expressed, ‘ .

THE EXTRA TAX ON OPIUM, 
In the-opinion of. the Caloutta tradera the 
oxtra tax on opium is, says the Zuglishnan 
of the 7th inat., au accomplished fact, ond 
only requires the enforcing offuct of an edict, 
The following correspondence, now published 
for the first time, throws freah light on the 
subject, and shows that an attempt is being 


made to evade tho treaty by calling the tax 
a‘ aubscription ';—~ 

To G. Jamieson, Eaq., H.B.M. Consul- 
General, Shanghai, tad Faly, 1895. 

Dear Sir,—We beg to lay before you the 
fact that it hos come to our notice that the 
‘Laotai, acting, wa beliovo, under inatrustions 
from HE, the Yicoroy at Nanking, has 
intimated to the Opium Guild his intention 
that they should consent to poy an extra 
Tax Tis. 10-20 (the oxact ambuat has not 
as yet been definitely decidad upou, nor are 
we fully acquainted with the proposed, 
methud of ils collection) on every pikul of 
Foreign opium landed at Shanghai, 

Wo, the undorsigned importers of this 
commodity, bez tu protest most emphatical- 
ly against thie illegal action on the part of 
the Chineso authorities in attempting to im- 
pose thie tex, and to puint out thut it is en- 
tirely contrary to the terns of the additional 
articles to the agreement hatwoen Great 
Britain and China, signed at London on the 
18th of July, 1885, and especially to clanse 
5, to which we would particularly deaw your 
attention, We would further point out that 
if this lax were imposed the consumption of 
Native upinm would he stimulated much to 
the detriment of the Foreign article, already 
suffering severely from tho effeota of the 
competition with the under-taxed Native- 
grown opium, which is undoubtedly slowly 
but eurely ousting out of the market the 
trado in which we are ongnged. 

We would, therefore, beg to request you 
to be kin! evough to communieato with the 
Native autherities informing them that the 
actiun in attempting to impose an additional 
tax on foreign opium ona under no ciroum- 
stances be carried out, being eutirely in op- 
position tu tho torms of the treaties, and 
highly prejudical to the interests of the un- 
dersigned inerchants, who are very largely 
interested in the Foreign opium trade,

In reply, o letter waa received from Lia, 

Acting Castoms Suporintendent, to Mr 
Jamieson, Shanghai, dated Jaly, 1895, to 
the effect that owing to large suma of 
money being wanted for military purposes 
the sien had beea repeatedly instructed to 
call on the heads of tho guild concerned to 
take eteps to raise sabseriptions on prepared 
opium, and it was proposed that each sub- 
acriptions should be calleoted from the 
Chinese shops selling prepared opium, the 
incidenee ot the charge falling on the 
stnukers, No inoreass of duty on foreign 
opium wasin any way covtewplated, aud it 
would not effect the opiam merchants in the 
slightest degree, 
_ fwodays latter, the Englishman saya the 
information received here (Simla) points to 
the fact that tho Chinoss are contemplating 
an excie tax on opium, on the conaumption 
of prepared opium, but do not propose to 
levy any additional Customs tax on opium 
imported from India, There is no objection 
under the treaty to China taxing both hime 
and foreign products equally. The autho- 
titivs here oousider that the action will not 
detrimentally affect the trade in Indian 
opium, but it seems probable that rumours 
of the tax have been somewhat responsible 
fur the recent fall which ocourred in the 
sales of opiuin in this country. “Whelher 
the Chinese Government qill be ablo to 
oarry out tho scheme successfully remains tu 
be seen, .
